Rg joyned with the Laud of Mtmtoſh, a Company oi Our Forces under 1: t ommand of Cap- 
tain Mtkanzie of Suddy, the (aid Coll. having attoctar wo humble all the Our-La vs, and 
other deiperat Thieves and Robbers, bearing the ſirname of Medorald, and omiors their Attociats and Ac- 
complices, to the number of ſeven or eight hundied Men; they did in a molt trealonable and rebellious 
manner, dare to Inyade and Surprize ſuch as were cloathed with Our Authority, and to Murder and Afjafſi- 
nat many of them : And we being fully Reſolved in all cates to detend and maintain Our SubjeQts in their 
juſt Rights, Properties and Poſleſlions, and to puniſh ſeverely ſuch as cither oppoſe Our Authority, or in- 
jure them ; wehave thought fit and neceſſary to Commitliovat others of Our Forces, under the Command 
of Captain Charles Straiton, to repair to the (aid Place, and to reduce by all poſiible means and me- 
thods the faids Rebels, and to require the Chicts of the Neighbouring Clanns to be ready, with ſuch num- 
bers of their Clanns, Friends, and Followers, as thall be detired or required ro athitt them in the way and 
manner cexprelt in Our reſpeGive Letters to them ; Aud tor the more fpiedy and wiual Supprefling of 
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the ſaids Rebels, We do hereby Declare, that who-cver thall waintain, Harbour, or Relett them, by them- 


ſelves or others, give the leaſt Aſſiſtance, by Mear, Drink, Money, or any other Supply, or ſhall omit 
to do their outmult endeavour for apprehending them,or (hall any inanncr of way Intercommune with them, 
{hall be puniſhed as Acceſories to their Crimes and Accomplices chereof, with the outmoit ſeverity 
of Our Laws. We do alſo hercby Order and Command afl the faids Chiets of Clanns, Heretors, Wood- 
{ctters, Liferenters, Tackſmen, Chamberlains and others, Bordering upon any part of Our Seas, Firths, or 
files, to ſecure all their Boats and Paſlages, ro the end none of the: (aid T raitors be Ferries over, and thar as 
they ſhall be anſwerable upon their higheſt peril. And for the better Proſecution of all che faids ends and 
defions, We hercby Dilcharge any of Our SubjeGs to travel in the igh-T ands without Paltes from their 
[and-lords and Maſters, and that ay and while the ſaids Rebels be lnlly ieduced : Tmpowering hereby any, 
Laving Commiſſion from Us, or any under thctr Command, to 1vize and appreherd [uch as want Patles, ay 
and till chey be able to give a ſufficient account of themſelves, Expeting thar all our good Subjects will 
concurr in ſuppreſſing and rooting our the faids Barbarous and inhumane Frairors ro their outmoſt Power, 
which We will look upon as moſt acceptable Service; Indemnitying heteby fully all tech who thall aGt or 
concurr. in the Proſccution of this Our Proclamation. And to the end Owr Royal Feature in the Premitles 
may be made publick and known, Our Will is, and We Charpe you ftrivily, and Command, that inconti- 
neut theſe Our Letters (cen, ye pals to the Mercat-Crofs of Edinburgh, and whole remanant Mercat-Croſles 
of the Head Burghs of che Shires of this Kingdom, and other Places neediul, and there in Our Name and Aus 
thority make Publication of Our Royal Pleaſure in the Premilles, rhat none pretend 1gnorance.
